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1. Claims 24, 27, 28, 31, 33, 34, 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 24, the meaning of "compression is non-reversible" is not clear. It is 
suggest that the word "compression" shall be changed to "deformation" to render 
the meaning definite. In claim 27, there is a lack of antecedent basis in the claim 
for "said ring". In claim 28, it is not clear what is claimed. In claim 31 , what 
"angle" is referred to? In claim 33, what are "the inner and outer diameters of the 
first sidewall regions? In claim 34, what "bead" is referred? In claim 37, what 
"other contours" are referred to? 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 21 , 24-31 , 34, 39 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being clearly anticipated by DE 20 2004 009 367. 
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Applicant is advised that the rejection can be overcome by submitting the priority 
document (i.e. UK 0325134.5) to the Office. 

4. Claims 21 , 24, 25, and 39 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b)/(e) as being anticipated by either DE 201 12 425 or US 2004/0050526. 
Applicant is advised that the hat-shaped metallic annulus 22 in DE '425 and 
metallic tube 3 in US '526 is compressible, a non-brittle material and the 
deformation can be non-reversible when it is deformed beyond the elastic range. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 22, 23, 32, 33, 35-38 and 40 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 20 2004 009 367. 
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It would have been obvious to select a proper metallic material and design the 
metallic base 19 in any proper configuration such that to be deformed during the 
molding process. Applicant is again advised that the rejection can be overcome 
by submitting the priority document (i.e. UK 0325134.5) to the Office. 

8. Claims 22, 23, 26-38 and 40 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over either DE 201 12 425 or US 2004/0050526. 

It would have been obvious to select a proper metallic material and design the 
metallic base 19 in a any proper configuration such that to be deformed during 
the molding process.
